In the serious newspapers 
British films ore often sym- 
pathetically recelved: by Bosley 
Crowther, for instance, tho 
influential, respected critic of 
the “New York Times.” In 
Chicago, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles—it is true that here, 
as well as in’ New York, you 
can ste the familar titles. But 
the audience is a minority 
audience, the cinemas are 
minority cinemhs: art theatres, 
In the slightly = deterrent 
phrase. You don’t find a 
British film at the Roxy on 
Seventh Avenue. 

Why? Wherever I went I 
asked the same question. 1 
always got the same answer— 
accent: the average American 
can’t understand our accent. 
Conventional specch he may 
manage to follow, but dialect 
defeats him; he can’t, for 
example, understand Richard

“Privates ”" “British 
players, too, my hosts insisted, 
wero unfamiliar; they should 
be publicised, brought over to 
the United States. 

THE RANK PLAN 

I was already in Californin 
when we heard of the Rank 
plan to set up thelr own dis- 
tributing organisation in 
America. Tho news was coolly 
received, several of the people 
I met taking It ag a move 

Inst an opposition which, 

persisted, did not -exlst. 
With fewer American films in 
uction, they saéd, the out- 
sider, far from being cold- 
shouldered, was badly needed; 
there was a real chance for the 
British. Why, sald one dis- 
tInguished producer, should 
American exhibitors be Pash 
judiced against the. Bi ; 
clrema? All they wanted ‘was 
more films to bring the money 
in. “Exhibitors,” he went on, 
warming to the subject, “an 
exhibitor would shoot his 
mother for a dollar.” 

Again and again we came 
back to the problem of accent, 
Is there, I asked, no remedy? 
Yes, I wag told, Jooping (the 
word is currently used Jn 
America for what we often 
eall dubbing); for American 
audiences whole passages of 
dlalogue must -be made’ clearer 
by re-recording. As I went 
westward I saw thot fo the 
great mass of the people of the 
United States the language we

LEGS BROKEN 

As they approached the car, 
the three struggling men junp- 
ed into it,

The gunman fired one shot and 
the students ran. 

But the supposed robbery 
vicum overtook Rief! and hi 
him on the head, knocking him 
to the strecL Then the man 
jumped back into the car and 
sped off. Rieff was run over by 
the car or by ‘a later one. Doc- 
tors found both his legs brdken. 

After Ricff fell, one student 
ran back to the school to get an 
instructor. Rleff dled later in 
the hospital. 

One of the students told the 
police through their interpreters; 
“It was kind of weird. To us,

...only angy faces, the
